-— Peace with the Ukraine was made 
not only so that the Central Powers 
might obtain foodstuffs, but also to

Vienna. A statement from a well-. 
informed source dealing with the 
conclusion of the Brest-Litovsk ne- 
‘gotiations and given to Vienna news-| 
papers says: . | 
‘ce *As Trotzky's attitude, particular- |

peinciple of self-determination, made | 
a satisfactory conclusion impossible, | 
at became the political task of the! 
Powers who were working for peace 
to. make a breach in the LHEastern) 
front: that is, to arrange a peace | 
with the Ukraine, thereby also ar- 
riving at a settlement of the Russian 
and Rumanian questions. Peace 
with the Ukraine had to be made, if 
only because a way was opened by it 
to Eastern Europe's richest granary. 
True, the country is not yet organ- 
ized properly, but,opportunity to ef- 
fect improvements is now given and 
in conformity with the agreement 
stocks of food will be imported here 
as far as they are available.’’ 

. Cession of Territory Required. 

The statement adds that peace 
with the Ukraine was obtainable only 
on condition that Cholm should be 
ceded to the. Ukraine, the desire for 
which could be fulfilled by the ap- 
Dlication of the principle of self-de- 
termination which is recognized as 
applying to Russian territory. Cholm, 
Jt is declared, is such a mixed coun- 
try ethnographically that there can- 
not be a question of its belonging to 
Poland. 
_. Opposition to the arrangement is 
combatted by the statement which 
declares that it is unintelligible, in- 
asmuch as the principle of self-de- 
termination is appropriate for all 
Russian territory and therefore for 
Russian Poland. it adds that the 
arrangement did not surprise’ the 
Poles, who never received a definite 
promise and who often advocated 
the principle now applied to the 
demarcation of the frontier. 

‘Peace with the Ukraine,” the 
statement continued, “is the corner- | 
stone of the entire peace structure 
and opposition to these arrangements 
cannot be regarded as compatible 
with the interests of the monarchy.” 

“In conformity with the stipula- 
tions of the treaty all Ukrainian 
surplus grain is to be exported up 
to July 31. A commission has been 
fermed to determine the amount of 
eupplies and to what extent we can 
give assistance in this respect. As- 
sistance will be given both techni- 
eally and militarily. Military sup- 
port will be required if central de- 
pots and junctions must be protect- 
ed from attacks by bandits and the 
Bolshevik. It is not a question of a 
wiilitary alliance, but a common or- 
ganization for the protection of rail- 
way service and delivery of grain.”

HOW TALL IS HELEN?—When 
mother asks, ‘“‘How tall is Helen?”’

1.) This is the first position of the 
breathing exercise taught in the 
West Point setting up drill. 

HOW MUCH HAS HELEN 
GROWN ?—When mother asks,

stretches upward and takes another 
deep breath. (Fig. 2.) This exer-

Each of these movements should 
be repeated as often as the mother 
or teacher may deem advisable. The 
drill may be performed at various 
times during the day as well as in 
the morning. This setting up drill 
serves two useful functions. It de- 
velops the child's lungs, feet, legs, 
spine, neck and abdominal muscles.
